I would have liked a storm porch outhe main buildigeg 
but perhaps later onI will be able to get auappropriation for this 
porch, 


Nave all desks add other supplies shipped to 
Byng Inlet to Samuel Noganosh (Chief) of the Maganetawan Band.It 
makes them feel good to have it done that way and they take a 
greater interest inthe work. I will have to have the supplies 
carted onto the reserve, which will cost a little more. The road 
is very rough and they will have to make quite a few tripe. 
However , rest assured [ will keep the cost downas much as possible,

2 lifters for stove, 1 mop with wringer, 2 blankets, 2 sheets, 
2 pillow cases, 6 bread and butter plates, 3 water classes, 

2 brooms, 1 mantle and chimney for Aladdin lamp, 2 yards 
cretonne and 1 sheet of tin to place behind stove to protect 
wall. You should obtain itemized accounts, in triplicate, 
covering the cost of the above supplies. ese you should 
attach to proper voucher forme, certify in the usual manner 
and forward for payment. The purchase and delivery of the 
above supplies should receive your early attention. 


The teacher visited the Department yesterday and 
requested that outside windows and a storm door be provided 
for the residence part of the school building. She stated 
that five storm windows and one storm door are required. 

In this connection I would refer you to official letter of 
January 5, 1932.

Replying to yours of June 28th 22-8-5 

re the condition of the foundations of the Magne tawan 
Indian Day School, the building is einking, and 

on the repairs recently done on the one side of the 
building, it waa found that the» foundations are 

in quicksand. I do not think that the situation 

4@ atall dangerous, and i would have mde requisition 
to have the building fixed, but I was marking time until 
such times as there would be more funds available. 


It willbe necessary to have the floor torn up and 
have new joists and some flooring. Some of the joists 
there gan be used over again, but some have to be replaced. 
This is a job that I cannot state gust exactly how much 
it will cost, because I do not know how many joists and 
how much flooring will be required , until the flooring 
is taken up. When the building was being built 
there were vent holes put in for the preservation of 
the joisting amd flooring, but it appears this was not 
sufficient. 


I can get labour on the reserve and a man to do 
thie work. I do not think there is anything dangerous 
avout the situation. It is very inconvenient and very 
annoying to me to see the building soing as it.is. I think 
the beet way to do is to put the two men that I have in 

view on the job to tear up the floor and then | will 
have a better idea of what has to be done. what 1 can 
gVearantee is that there Aever was a better time to get 


work done than right now. 
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I wish to state emphatically that I do not agree 
With the Inspector's remark that there is pe Soe 
dangerous about the situation. I am very proud of the 
schools and the condition they are in, and quite annoyed 
about this school,however with quicksand even the wisest 
people can be deceived. 


I would suggest to the Yepartment that they 
give me permission to go ahead and take a section of 
the floor up then it can be seen what is required. I can 
give instructions to eave the flooring ae much as possible 
and will keep down the costs. Until the flooring is 
taken up I cannot estimate just exactly what the 
repairs would cost. thie work can be done during the 
vaca tion.

I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, re- 
gerding the condition of the foundation of the 
Magnetawan Indian Day School. It is noted you do not 
consider that the situation is dangerous. As it would 
involve considerable expense to have new joists put in 
and the flooring replaced, it is thought that, unless 
urgent, the repsiring of the foundotion of thie building 
could stand over until next year. Our funds are 
extremely limited, ond, unless you believe the work 
should be done at once, the Department will not be 
prepared to authorize the expenditure. However, if you 
consider it is necessary that the repairs should be 
made to the foundation this summer, you may have the 
flooring taken up, in order to ascertain what new 
joists end work to the foundation would be required. 
After this has been done, it will, no doubt, be 
possible for you to furnish an estimate mw to the 
material required and the cost of the labour in having 
the foundation placed in good condition and any 
repairs necessary to the flooring completed. 


The Department will await your further 
report, giving an estimate of the cost, before de- 
ciding whether funds for the purpose can be provided.

Replying to youre of July 4th, 22-85 , I mve 
heen to the Magnetawan Indian Day School and went 
thoroughly into the situation and I find that the 
foundation of the school is all right. The cause of the 
trouble there is a dry rot on the joists. 


I have explained the situation to the caretaker and 
his grandson and they will be able to handle the situation, 
and @0 all the repairs that are necessary. hie will save 
bringing a carpenter in there. ne loged find a rough 
sketch of what I think is neceseary for the preservation 
of the joists. There was a vent hold in the foundation 
but it was not eufficient and I find that at the back of 
the building where the teachers house is, there is 4 
certain dampness. the enclosed eketch is what 1 think is 
necessary to preserve the timbers from rotting in the 
future or at least to preserve thom for a much longer time. 


vdhen the flooring is up a ‘ditch will be dug the 

whole length of the school and two cross @itchbe;and they 
Will be arranged so that the water will run into one 

ef the ditches running across, out to the side of the school, 
and will be an outlet for any water that might happen to 
colleot. In this way there will be a through current of 

air both ways. thie can be done when the floor is taken 

up, and at very little cost. whe cost will be the time 

of the labour. I have explained all this to the caretaker 
and his grandson and they understand what is required. 
At the vents in the foundation, I have arranged for the 
caretaker to have flat stones put acrose the opening resting 
on two stones which will prevent the foundation from cracking. 
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this, on paper, might appear to be a big job, but it 

is aot a big job. 1 think it is absolutely neceseary 

to do this to prevent the same thing oceurting again 
because dry rot seems to be quite prevalent in that section 
of the country. I have noticed at byng inlet and 3ritt 
where the houses are built on low foundations on flat 
fround that they have all sunk more or less. 


I am getting prices on the lumber, and nails required, 
and will forward them in the next mail. Tf think this is 
a suitable time to have this work done because lahour can 
be got cheap, 35 cents an hour for the man and 30 cents 
an hour for the young Man. [t might be necessary tohave 
another man but his wages would be 30 cente an hour. 


I will give an estimate of the time 1 think it will 
take to get thie work done, when 1 get the prices of the 
lumber and the nails. I would strmngly recommend that 
this work be done at the present time as it can be done 
much cheaper now than later on.

All the day schools with the 
exception of the one at Manitou Rapids have been closed, 
The Stangecoming and Oouchiching schools were closed on 
account of the opening of the boarding school at Fort 
Frances. The reason for the closing of the other schodls 
was the absence of tne Indians from the reserve for long 
periods at different seasons of the year and the irregular 
attendance of the pupils when on the reserve, 

These Indians have a school at Manitou Rapids in 
Charge of Mr. R. Gill.

Preceded the summer holidays was 35 or 17 boys and 14 girls, The 


average attendance for the same per’od was 15 which was only fair 


consider'’ng the number of families br-ught together by the amalgamation 


of the Bands, 


Since the holidays the number has been smaller still, At the 


time of my visit there were 11 boys ani 5 girls preseht which was slightly 
above the present averare, two boys beine noted as visitors on this 
occasion, 

The examination of the classes was fairly satisfactory, 
Readine was good considerine the short time which has elapsed since 
teachine was begun, Spedling was fair and writine was good, One or two 
of the boys show considerable ability in drawine, Behaviour in school 
appeared very good but the teacher reported that the boys were rather

Uvelyn Alderson 


Attended Barwick Consolidated School about two 
years after passing High School Entrance - Only 
qualification. 


Success not good, but fair considering teacher's 
qualification. 


It may be difficult to secure a qualified teacher 
but no real success can be expected till a 
qualified teacher who is a real teacher possessing 
considerable tact and judgment be placed in charge 
of the school. 


Too great and rapid improvement cannot be expected 
but some should surely be made. The great hindrance 
is the home-life of the children. 


A real live and suitable teacher could, no doubt, 
work wonders in the school but the difficulty is to 
induce such a teacher to accept the principalship 
of an Indian School. 


About half the Indians connected with the school are 
Anglican and the remainder (the Manitou Tribe) are 
Pagan. This is my first inspection of this school 

and I have endeavoured to confine myself to general 
conditions and advancement of pupils, but at the 

next visit I shall be able to give an account of the 
progress made. I am confident proper inspection of the 
School will tend toward greater efficiency.

Sir: 


The Public School Inapector, in a report on his recent 
inspection of the Manitou Rapids Indian Day School, has drawn 
attention to the work being performed by Evelyn E, Alderson in 
the classroom. He states she has no professional qualifications 
and that the success being achieved in the work is not good. He 
also states that no real success can be expected until a qualified 
teacher, possessing tact and judgment, is placed in charge of the 
echool, and that a real live and suitable teacher could, no doubt, 
work wonders in the school, 


When Mies Alderson was engaged, it was on the under- 
standing that her services, if not satisfactory, would be dis- 
pensed with at the end of the present school year, viz., June 
30th, next. The Department would be prepared to pay a higher 
galary if the services of a teacher having second class profess ional 
qualifications were secured. You should, in due time, endeavour 
to nominate the services of a qualified teacher for this school for 
the next school year, stating the name, qualifications and ex- 
perience of the teacher whom you recommend for the position. 

When we have this information, consideration will then be given 
te the rate of salary we can allow. When replying, you should 
also furnish full information as to the boarding accommodation 
available for a teacher.

At my recent visit to the Manitou Reserve the 
Chief and Council complained that the allowance for caretaking 
of the school there was mis-appropriated in that although, 
as they understood ,$15 per month was allowed for this service 
only $2.00 was actually spent,as this sum was given to an Indian 
woman for scrubbing work each month, 


They also complained that the school children had no 
play ground as the ground set aside for this purpose was used 
for a pasture lot for cows and chickens belonging to the 
farm instructér, 


Apparently some fencing should be done,in such a way 
that the children during recess had a playground for themselves, 
and from an inspection of the premises made at the time of my 
visit,this could be done at small cost,

Sir: 


When Mr. Bury visited the Manitou Rapide Reserve 
recently, he was informed by the Ghief and Gouncil that an 
allowance of $15 a month ie made for caretaking services and 
that only $2 of this amount is paid to Indiane, 


You should inform the Chief end Council that the 
Department does not allow $15 a month for caretaking services 
at the Nanitou Rapide School. Your voucher No. 341 of March 
10th, amounting to $14, covered the cost of scrubbing and 
cleaning the Manitou Rapides School for the calendar year 1932 
and, according to that voucher, all the money expended for the 
purpose Was paid to Indiane. 


The Indians slso complained to Mr. Bury thst the 
school children have no playground, as the ground set aside 
for thie purpose is used ae a pasture by Mre. Wm. Hayes. 
Please let me have a complete report regarding the latter 
complaint and advise if you consider any action should be 
taken in the matter.

children,and they have access to the whole ihree Acres, 

the Farm Inst'r hes @ cow and no doubt but the cow grazes on 
the School lot, 

We have @ lot of lachinery at the Machinery shed and as the 
children »ill not keep away form the machinery,hrse Hayes 
tries to keep them eway,and for this reason the indians are 
verry sore st her, 

There is a little feult on both sides,\re Hayes has no place 
to hang her clothes when ehe washes,and the children run 

all amoung her clothes,because she has to hang them in the 
“chool yard,and she gets verry engry at them,and when she 
scolds them they go home and tell their parents, 

to save all this trouble,I would “ecommend that @ portion of 
this Ground be fenced off for the School Children,so that the 
children would know where they should be,as we cannot have 
them fooling with machineryand around the stable, 

as it is so late this fall,it could not be done,but it should 
be done the first thing in the spring,and by doing this I thi 
-nk we coula avoid all trouble between the parents and

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EXTRACT FROM INSPECTOR EV ' REPORT ON HIS 
VISIT TO TH! MANITOU RAPIDS INDIAN DAY SCHOOL 
ON October 13th, 1933. 


Original on File 124-3-6. 


The steps leading to the Classroom should 
be repaired or new steps built, as the wood in the 
steps are practically decayed beyond repair. This 
matter should be attended to as soon as possible as 
the steps are really not safe. The steps are rather 
high and should any child fall from the steps, it is 
in danger of being more or less severely hurt. 


I very strongly urge the Department to continue 
to supply sufficient soap for the children as one of 
the most difficult tasks of the teacher is to 
inculcate the habit of cleanliness in these children. 
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Ottawa, November 27, 1933. 


Sir: 


The Public School Inspector, in a report 
on his inspection of the Manitou Rapids Indian Day 
Sehool on October 13th, last, draws attention to the 
condition of the steps leading to the classroom. He 
recommends that they be repaired or new ones built. 
He states the wood in the steps is practically 
pe we beyond repair and that the steps are really 
not e. 


I have therefore to request that you will 
arrange to have these steps repaired and placed in a 
goed, strong condition, at the earliest possible date. 
All expense for the purpose should be kept as low as 
possible. When the work is completed, you should 
forward an account, in triplicate, properly certified, 
eovering the expenditure incurred. 


The Inspector recommends, further, that the 
Department continue to supply sufficient soap for use 
by the children. You may therefore arrange for the 
purchase and delivery at the school of the quantity of 
toilet soap considered by you to be absolutely neces- 
sary. Please forward a certified account, in trip- 
lieate, covering the cost.

Since that date the School children have been recieving a 
midday reel consisting of biscuits and cocoa, and as I was 
never requested to cease doing so the children have been 
receiving these meals #t noon. 


The children at the Manitou School heve a long way to come 
to School, some as fer as three miles. Often when there is 
nothing to eat at home their only meal is: the biscuits and 
cocoa received at the school. It is hard to state how long 
the cocoa and milk will last, es it all depends on how many 
children attend School. The last purchese wes on February 
3rd. 1933, but the present purchase should last for about 
six months. 


I may heve been et fault for not sending in a Requistion for 
purchese of these erticles, but I was not awere of the 
purchase of the same until I received the bill. The Teacher 
notified the Farm Instructor that they were out of cocoa and 
milk for the midday meal and he at once purchased the cocoa 
end milk for the School.

The furnace was repaired last year, but 
is over 20 years old and operates very un- 
satisfactorily. A new large furnace should be 
provided as the two buildings contain a large 
air space,

I shell also be pleased if you will state whether you 
would recommend thet the grant paid be inoreased, and,

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 3rd instant, with reference to the requeet of the Rev. 
Father Hogan for an increase in the grant, paid by thie 
Department for the tuition of the Indian ohildren who 
attend the Mattawa Separate School. 


In reply I beg to eay that the Department is 
under no obligation for the education of the half-breed 
children. We note that the majority of the half-breed 
families reside in the town of Mattawa and are assessed 
and pay echool taxes. Ae there are only 12 bona fide 
Indian children who attend regularly, end in view of the 
excellent reporte received, regarding the work of this 
gchool, the Department will allow an increase of $100 
per annum in the grant, from the firet of September, last, 
the beginning of the present school year. Thie will make 
the grant allowed from that date at the rate of $350 per 
annum, which ie coneidered ample remuneration for the 
number of Indian children who attend. I shall be pleased 
if you will inform the Rev. Father Hogan and the school 
authorities accordingly. 


In preparing the quarterly returns, only the 
names of the bona fide Indian children who attend ghould 
be inoluded and no half-breed children should be 

‘f mentioned.

From the information con- 
tained in your letter of August 24 I presume that 
none of the children show on the return reside on 
an Indien reserve but that all of them have for 
gome years been squatting on land in the vicinity 
of Mattawa. In view of the fact that this grant 
has been allowed for several years it may be 
difficult to discontinue it immediately.

In reply to your letter of October Iothy 
with reference to attached September return from 
lattawa Separate School, I have to advise you 
that there is only one recognized Indian child on 
this list. 


Doris Antoine, Aged 8 years, daughter of 
Michel Antoine, No. i22, Nipissing Robinson Treaty 
list. This family live in Mattawan Township and 
Doris should be attending the Township school. Although 
relief was paid to this family for years, the Depart- 
ment discontinued all relief to them last May and 
they were the responsibility of the Township of 
Mattawan. Since that time, the father, Michel Antoine 
has joined the vebéran's Home wuards. 


None of the rest of the children on this list 
are the responsibility of Mattawa on account of the 
IS months regulation, because they are not recognized 
as Indian.

Dear Madam: 


IT have recently reviewed the September 
quarter return showing the names of children who 
are presumed to be Indians and are attending the 
Mattawe Separate School. This list has been care- 
fully reviewed and it is found that only Doris 
Antoine is a member of 4 recognized Indian band. 
The other names mentioned on the return are not 
recognized as Indians by this Department. 


Very definite regulations have recently 
been made which only permit our allowing payment 
for recognized Indian ohildren. Under these circum- 
stances it will be necessary to discontinue the 
grant to the Mattawa Separate School. However, in 
order that you may have sufficient time to make any 
plans which you consider necessary we will continue 
to pay the usual grant until June 30, 1941.

I called at St. Patriok's Orphanage and asked 
on what terms they would receive them. The Sister Sup 
wrior wrote stating that they had no vacanoies. I alse 
called at St. Joseph's Orphanage and asked the same 
question and a reply has been received from the Sister 
Superior of that inetitution, stating that they will 
take them for the usual per capita grant allowed board 
ing sohools in Ontario. If funds could be spared I 
know of no more suitable home for these children. They 
have some 200 children °f about the same ages,who are 
well looked after and have every comfort and care that

I bog tO say.that in November, 1874, the Rev. Father 


poitiras, Missionary at Mattawa, applied for a grant to 
assist the new sohool he had established thore, stating 
that there were about thirty Indian families in the 
neighborhood, with fifty ohildren of sohool age. The 
pepartment agreed to contribute $100 a year aftor July 
1, 1875, and as has paid the grant ever since then, The 
grant was inoreased +o $200 from January 1, 1907, in 
view of the large attendance at the sohool, and this is 
the rate at which it is Paid nowe 

The attendance at this sohool has always beon 
yery regular and shows an average of over 325 for the past

Ae there are only 12 bona fide 
Indian children who attend regularly, and in view of the 
excellent reporte received, regarding the work of thie 
gchool, the Department will allow an inerease of {100 
per annum in the grant, from the firet of September, last, 
the beginning of the present school year. Thie will make 
the grant allowed from that date at the rate of $550 per 
annum, which is considered ample remuneration for the 
number of Indian children who attend. I ghall be pleaced 
if you will inform the Rev. Father Hogan and the school 
authorities accordingly.

The other names mentioned on the return are not 
recognized as Indians by this Department.

A School building erected in 
accordance with the sketch forwarded with Agent Hodder's 
letter of the I4th Instant ,would be expensive and un- 
sightly. It would also be difficult and expensive to 
keep it warm, I think it altogether objecticnable,and 


would advise that it be not approved, 


A two story building giving the same Space, 


could have a very pleasing outward appearance,and be 
commodiously arran@ d inside, The cost of erection would 
be at least one fifth less,and the heating arrangement 
would involve less immediate and future expense, The 
cost of such a building should not exceed $2600.00, 

That is to say,it is to be a frame building erected on 
a stone foundation, 

It is proposed that the building should be 
heated with a wood furnace, This involves the con- 
struction of a furnace pit,and necessarily a drain there- 
from, The point should be settled whether the site on 
which the building is to be erected is a favourable one 
for the construction of a drain, 

In the event of it being so,I would recommend 
that as the extra cost would not be very great (less than 
$200,00) that the entire basement be excavated, This 
will add to the warmth of the building,a room for the 


storage of wood,and a play room for the boys,besides 
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the necessary furnace room, 

With regard to preparing Plans and Specifications 
I beg to state that I would be glad to prepare them in my 
Office,as we have occasionally done heretofore,but we 
have so much work on hand that we positively cannot under-~- 
take this,without dropping other work equally urgent. 

In addition to the foregoing,an Architect 
residing at or near the place,would be more competent 
because better locally informed,to draw up the Plans and 
Specifications for a suitable building. In any case, 
if the Plans and Specifications were made here,it would be

Mr Separate School Inspector Prendergast in his 
report on the Fort William schools made in May last 
called the Department's attention to the lack of pre - 
per accommodation,stating that the building was old 
and not in good repair and that the room for the 
younger pupils was too small for the attendance, He 
atrongly recommended the erection of a new building 
without delay as it would be poor ecomomy to patch 
up s0 unswitable a building as the old one, (Report 
on 15$815----6 herewith) 

In addition to the day pupils on the reserve 
who are attending this school,the children from the 
Orohanage are also taught there,all being classified 
together as a graded school with two teachers. There 


are about 70 children of school age on the reserve, 


and 36 in the Orphanege,and of these 72 q@re enrolled 


with an average attendance of 47 for last year, 

Mr Agent Hodder'’s at tention was called to the 
Inspector's remarks and he was asked for a report 
thereom making suggestions as to any improvements he 
thought might be made. He replied stating that the 
building is not large enough for the present attend- 
ance and is in a very bad state of repair,and that 
in his opinion it would be advisable to erect a new 
one. A resolution was passed by the Band for the 
erection of a modern school building to be paid for 


owt 
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out of their funds. A sketch of the building it was 
proposed to put up was forwarded,which provided for 
a one-story structure but no estimate of the cost was 
given.The Department informed the Agent that it was 
considered a two-story building would be more suit» 
able and economical and asked him to furnish a rough 
estimate of the probable cost ,as such information 
was required before a memorandum could be submitted 


to Council. 


The Agent now forwards a resolution of the Bamd 


asking that the sum of $5000.00 be set aside from

At the conclusion of the annuity payments at 
Fort William I visited the Indian Day School, which, how- 
ever, was not then in session. 

With regard to tne school building I desire to 
report that it is in a very bad condition. The building 
is a frame one and the outside boards are so rotten in 
many places that they will not hold together. The founda- 
tion also has given way so that the building has sunk and 
in consequence there are large openings at the tops of the 
doors which must let in a great deal of cold in winter. 


The floors too are badly worn, and, in fact, the whole 


’ 
building is, in my opinion, unfit for use as a schoole 

In addition to the fact that the building is in 
such a bad state of repair I have also to say that it is 
altogether too small to accommodate the number of pupils, 
between 70 and 80, who attend. 

The seats are so close together that it must be 
very uncomfortable for the children to sit in them. The 
box-stove also which is used to heat the building almost 
fills up the width of the hall and must add to the discom- 


fort of the pupils whose seats are in its vicinity.

With further reference to the question of the erection of 
School wuildings on the Fort William Reserve, I have to say that as you 
are aware tho awarding of the contract for buildings to be erected on the 
present plano and specificationn would lead to the expenditure of about 
$2000.00 from the capital fundn of thie Band. The Department has 
endeavored to conserve their funds oo that the capital should not be 
diseipated and that at least $100,000.00 clear should remain to produce 
interest for annual distribution. Although larger expenditures have 
been inourred than was at first contemplated it vas thought that when the 
work was completed there would remain a sufficient amount to meet the 
ordinary expenses of the Band, and to give an annual interest distribution 
of about $3000.00; but if such a large expenditure from capital is inourred 
ae ie contemplated by the plans and specifications for school buildings on 
which tenders were asked, the funda would be eo veep reduced that it 
would not be possible to do so. As the Council House only cost $600.00 
it is thought that a school house with acoomodation for the School-teacher 
could be erected for $1200.00. This would make the total expenditure 
$2400.00 for the echool buildings instead of $12000.00. Would you kindly 
prepare a rough sketch of a building that could be erected for $1200.00. 
The building should be 32' X 25' and should have simple accomodation 
overhead for the Teacher.

Could 
even @ small alarm clock be provided? 


The teacher has no washboard. She says it is difficult 
to wash the towels used by the Indian children without 
one, 


when ehe wants to iron clothes she has to borrow one, 
Two flat irons for ironing would not cost much. 


New fire brick needed in the stove, 


This combined teacher's residence and school is ina 
rather poor condition. The interior of the teacher's 
rooms appear fair but the interior of the classroom 

is forbidding. Rain enters und§r windows. The plaster 
is falling fr m the ceiling. 


Desks are all broken; the pipes continually smoke when 
a strong fire is on, although the chimmey and pipes 
were cleaned. 


However, the building is not a suitable one in any

on his inspection of the Mission Bey way 6 1927 
Indian Day School, dated May 2nd, 1927. 


Originel on File 9-13-6. 


"1. Furnace couldn't be used since chimmey 
was too small and the pupils were smoked out. A box 
stove had to be placed in the class-room. 


"2. At least 6 inches of water has been 
in the cellar. It is used for wood only so it doesn't 
matter. Besides the teacher has her own house." 


“1. This reserve does not possess any clocks 
in their homes; besides, if they did they wouldn't keep 
time. Consequently, there is need of a school bell 
(as on other school buildings) on the reserve. Can you 
supply one? 


"Mies Lavelle is doing well for you. She 
accomplishes more with these children than I have seen 
in many other day schools. However, in spite of their 
progress, the deficiency in imagination in the Indian 
race is seen - Mental arithmetic, and kindred tests."

The 
teacher informed me the box stove gives much more 
satisfaction than the furnace as the children are 
able to dry their mittens in the winter time. 


Personally I world not recommend any alterations to 
the chimmey as the present arrangements for heating 
this school are very satisfactory. 


Referring to the second paragraph of your letter 
regarding the water in the school basement, the 
cost of installing 2 drain would be approximately 
$25.00, a: the formation of the ground is very 
rocky. 


Personally I wold not recommend this expenditure 
as the water only seeps through the basement in one 
corner for a few weeks in the spring and seems to 
dry up very quickly. 


Referring to the third paragraph of your letter 
regarding a school bell installed on the school 
pbuilding which would weigh approximately 275 lbs 

I wish to advise that a special stand could be 
erected on the school grounds for approximately 
$20.00. There is no tower on the school roof, but 
a suitable stand could be erected which would cost 
about $25.00 or $°0.00.

With/further reference to my letter of 
April 10, No? 210-4A, drawing the Department's 
attention to the 3 school toilets directly back 
of the Mission Bay school and residence, which 
are in a frightfully dilapidated condition 
caused by @ very severe windstorm several weeks 
agoe Unfortunately the buildings are too old to 
repair. Consequently 3 new toilets should be 
erected, which will cost approximately $25.0. 


Recommendation was also made for kalso-~ 
mining the kitchen, living room, and bedroom of 
the Mission Bay school residence. This school is 
heated by a wood stove, and the walls have become 
very dark, which no doubt was caused by smoke. 


I would also strongly recommend that the 
kitchen, sitting room, and hall floors be painted. 
The teacher informed me she would be very pleased 
to do the kalsomining, also the painting if the 
Department would purchase the necessary material 
costing approximately $15.00. 


The curtains in the sitting room of the 
residence have not been replaced for a great number 
of years. Consequently I would recommend purchasing 
inexpensive curtains for the sitting room.

In reply to your letter of the 15th ultimo, file 
No. 9-13-5, with regard to a letter received by the Minister in 
connection with the condition of the above noted school, I beg 
to report that at the present time, the teacher's residence and 
the school classroom are two separate buildings. The teacher's 
residence is a two-story building, of four rooms with concrete 
foundation. The classroom 1s a one story building consisting 
only of one room, this also has a concrete foundation. Both 
buildings are of frame construction and are heated with heaters, 
They are very old buildings and in a very dilapidated condition 
and would cost a considerable sum of money to even put them in 
fair condition. I would not recommend spending any money in 
repairs as, due to their age, they would require a considerable 
expenditure from year to year in maintenance. 


For the past two years, the amount of $5,500.00 has 
been placed in our estimates, for the construction of a combination 
school and residence, similar to the schools now in use at Guill 
Bay, Mobert and other day schools in the agency. Owing to the 
sharp increase in the cost of materials during the past few months, 
nowever, I have had a new estimate made and find that to construct 
a building of this type, at the present time, the cost would be 
around $6,700.00. This figure is based, nowever, using all white 
labour and I believe would be reduced to about $6,000.00 using 
Indian labour wherever possible. 


The type of building, we have in mind is outlined by 
Departmental plan No. 532 and designated as "Plan of Oka Indian 
Day school, Oka, Que." This type of building is far more economical 
with regard to repairs and maintenance, as well as being more 
convenient for the teacher and pupils. 


I will take this matter up with Mr. Burk, the agent, 
on his return and if a more detuiled report is rayired, the ‘matter 
can be given more time, with regamd to details of material, labour 
ete.

Extract from Inspector Greening's report on the 
Mission Bay Indian Day School visited on May 12, 
1942. 


I feel, however, that with the increasing 
scarcity of teachers, it will become more and more 
difficult to keep a really good teacher at this 
school unless some kind of a decent residence is 
provided, in which connection I would draw attention 
to my last report on this school. 


In my opinion it would be a waste of money to 
try to put the old residence into any kind of habitable 
condition. It would cost a good deal, and, after the 
money had been spent, there would be little to show 
for it. Moreover, the actual school classroom 
building's wall has the plaster badly broken and 
needs other repairs. As I have said, the classroom 
is now kept beautifully neat and tidy, but a teacher 
can have little heart in trying to keep it so, when 
the main wall, the one she is facing most of the time, 
is "plastered" with old cardboard cartons. 


While the external appearance of the school 
is not too bad, the old residence is really an eyesore, 
which is the more to be regretted since the buildings 
are within easy distance of Fort William, with the 
result that a good many people pass them, especially 
during the warmer weather. I have, myself, heard 
disparaging remarks made of the buildings which are 
a poor return to the Department for the interest it 
takes in its schools. 


The ideal solution would be to build a new 
combined school and residence and tear down both the 
old buildings. (They are adjacent to the new hospital 
and add nothing to its attractiveness.) However, it is 
realized that, during these times, strict economy is 
vitally necessary, and that all unnecessary expenditures 
must be ruthlessly eliminated. The foregoing remarks, 
however, are submitted so that the situation may be 
fully understood.
